PRUSBIA.
DEATH OF THE UNITED STATES MINISTER IN BERLIN.

Beruiy, May 11.—The Hon. Joseph A.
‘Wright, of Indiana, more familiarly known as
Governor Wright, United States Minister to
the Court of Prussia, did in this city at 8
o'clock thig morning, of dropsy.

Mr. Wright had been ailing severely for
some months past, and laid at the point of
death a few days since. He rallied, howevar,
for & short time, and was regarded as approach-
ing a convalescence which would permit his
removal to the waters of Carlsrahe. He com-
menced to sink last night, and expired this
morning.

Mr. Wright was, I believe, very acceptable,
both personally and in his official capacity, to
the King of Prussia and his Cabinet.

TOE FPRUSEIAN PARLIAMENT — SPERECH OF THR
